RoyalfOol6ni'al''Xitstjlt-ate- 

[From the London Hour.] 
Throagb the kinJness of tho autliori- 
tiea ■who keep watch and ward oyer the 
South Kensington Miiseum, the Council 
of the Royal Colonial InBtitute were grant- 
ed the use of the above building, wherein 
to hold their conversazione. About nine 
o'clock tho guests began to arrive, but 
up till about au hour after that time the 
carriages rolled up to tho place of alight- 
mont in tho Cromwell-road in anything 
but ondl833 numbers. After that time, 
however, and until the hours were in- 
creasing to the utmost limit in the deal, 
Yt'hi 'los of every description were con- 
tii.u dly emptying their human freight at 
the doors of the Museum. There were 
dainty barouches and open landaus, closed 
broughams andthe"dilly," but not "with 
its four outsides," as the wind was blow- 
ing somewhat roughly; and— But then it 
would be impossible to enumerate the 
whole of the various descriptions of ve- 
hicles unless we had a coachmastor's cat- 
alogue. "When alighting ut the doors the 
fair guests, with their chaporones, ascen- 
ded the stairs and passed in through the 
..various courts, all handBomelyilluminat- 
•ed; into the reception room, when .how- 
over, the ladies oam'e to those beautiful 
courts which are devoted to the exhibition 
of speoimons of tho oldest art but one iu 
the world — we mean the ceramic — they 
would stay and linger over the superb 
forms into which the potter had moulded 
the wonderful Kaolin — the far-famed egg 
shell. The China and Sevres vases, as 
well as those from Dresden, Chelsea, and 
other places, claimed attention, and it 
was with some difliculty that they could 
be got to stir from that refined vase, both 
in painting and form, which is the "wotk 
of Messrs. Copeland. No wonder hun- 
dreds admired this specimen of modern 
English pottery, for it is one of the most 
beautifully designed things that we have 
seen for some time. Passing on through 
this, one of the most interesting courts 
in the museum^ the visitors camo to that 
l^^fitthe. bmlding where the Sheep- 
■saanKs-OoUeotion is exhibited. Here the 
names were annouhoed, after which they 
were received by the Duke and Duchess 
of Manchester and Prince Christian. This 
court had been specially decorated for 
the occasion with flowering hothouse 
plants, and the person to whom the duty 
was entrusted was Mr. Millis, of Kan- 
singtbn. Brilliant and artistically arrang- 
ed as were these floral dainties, they 
were entirely outvied by the many-hued 
and multiform costumes with which the 
ladies were attired. The colours of the 
drosses were certainly vivid, but not gar- 
ish in any degreo, and those persons who 
are in the habit of repeating, parrot-like, 
that no one knows how to dress but a 
Frenchwoman, woulJ, wo imagine, be 
obliged to alter his opinion as to whom 
the palm of dressing well in all its essen- 
tials really belonged after seeing the 
gathering last niglit at Kensington.

The New Canadian Loan 

(From the Olobe.) 

F^nrther advioea only tend to confirm 
the very favourable view taken by those 
best qualified to judgo Mr. Cartwright's 
late iinanoial operations in the London 
money mar'^ot. The acceptanoo by the 
British capitalists, on terms to advan- 
tageous to Canada, of a four per cent, un- 
guaranteed loan, will have tho effect of 
sealing the rate of interest on future loans 
at a lower figure than had hitherto boon 
supposed to have been possible, and one 
that will compare favourably with almost 
any class of Government securities. 

It lina already been explained that 
gome 86,000,000 of the now loan is re- 
quired to retire bonds which will mature 
during the current financial year. Tho 
latter bear interest at six per cent, and a 
largo saving— about SOO.OOO a year- 
will bo effected by exchanging the old 
"sixes" for tho new "fours." The imme- 
diate effect of tho operation is to place a 
charge of 8800,000 a year upon tho Con- 
•olidiited Fund under the head of "inter- 
est of debt" against a reduction of $360, 
000, making the net addition about 8440, 
000. 

As a tost of the state of Canadian 
credit the experiment has been successful 
beyond anticipation. Tho credit of Bel- 
gium stands high, but not higher than 
that of tho Dominion of Canada, Belgian 
there por cents fetching TSy, at tho date 
our loan was launched. Tho credit of tho 
Dominion is also shown to be higher than 
that of Bussia or Brazil, as tested by the 
same stern and inexorable standard, the 
prices of tho Stock Exchange. Brazilian 
live por cents wore quoted at 100 to 101, 
while Russian railwaj-s (Government) 
paying four per cent, stood at 83%, and 
Russian five per cents at 100 to 101. In 
fact, notwithstanding the loan was a large 
one, and that farther applications were, in 
the nature of thing-), at no distant date 
sure to follow, our now four per cent se- 
curities are worth almost as much as Bri- 
tish three per cents, which is a very 
great advance in the right direction. 

Of tub Beecher scandal, tho KY. Her- 
ald remarks: Itseema to be- the resolu- 
tion of those who advise Mr. Beeoher in 
the present painful and extraordinary af- 
fair that silence on his part is the hi^h- 
ost wisdom.

Silenco 
means also that the tremendous and 
world-embracing influence of Mr. Beech- 
er's life and Christiau work is so potent 
and has made Ruch an impression upon 
the hearts of the people that no acensa- 
tion, no scandal, no misrepresentation, 
can destroy it, any more than the 
feeble rays of tho polar sun ?an 
destroy tho -iceberg which sweeps 
out iuto the seas. Silence means an atti- 
tude of such iuvincibility on Mr. Beech- 
or's part that all tho powers of earth and 
hell cannot overthrow it. With this view 
silence is wisdom; otherwise it is a crime, 
not only against tho Christian world — 
whicli has a right to demand from tho 
friends of Mr. Bceclior a justification of 
tho love and confidence with which they 
enfold him— but against the lileandcbar- 
acter of the illustrious and beloved cler- 
gyman hsmielf. Is there any poasibility. 
that this silence aiay provoke Mr. Boech- 
er's exasperated antagonist — who, what- 
ever his mistakes, has shown consummate 
ability iu his management of tho contro- 
versy, who is a cool, skilled, wary antag- 
onist, knowing how mnch of his battle to 
tight at a time — into further averments, 
the consequence of which cannot bo fore- 
seou ? If such a possibility e lists silenee 
may not only be a crime, but suicide.

Surveyors were engaged yesterday in 
makingout the route of the now street 
railway, which is to run along Kingstreet 
west to the Central Prison. 

On the l'2th of July there will bo a ser- 
mon preached to the Orangonion in tho 
Metropolitan Wcsloyau MothodiatChurch, 
by Rav. Bro. J,H.Juil'ii(!S, pastor of llicli- 
mond street church, under tho auspices 
of L. 0. District of Toronto and the 
Orango and Protostant Y.M.C.A. A col- 
lection will be taken up in behalf of the 
Protestant Orphan's Home. Tho members 
of the Grand Lodge of Orangemen aro to 
attend without regalia, but with .simply a 
ribbon or a badge. Tho customary parade 
and procession will be held on Monday. 

Tho opening of the Grand Lodge of 
Froo Masons of Canada, which occurred 
this afternoon, was largely attended by 
the brothrou.

Eastern States. 

San Francisco, July 22.--Tho state- 
ment of Tlioodoro 'Tilton against Boecher 
is published and has produced intense ox- 
oitemont. In a long letter to the Investi- 
gation GommitteQ he gives his reasons for 
making tho disclosures that they had been 
demuudod by the Committeo and also by 
Boticher, and that as liia wife had left him 
ho WHS no longer bound to secre.sy for hor 
sake. In tho gonolnsion of his letter ho 
says; 

"'This desperate man must hold him- 
self only and not me accountable for tho 
wretchedness which these disclosures will 
carry to his own homo and hearth, as they 
havo already brought to mine," 

Ho then proceeds to sot forth specific 
charges, in substance as follows; 

"That on tho 2Qd of October, 1853, at 
Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, tho mar- 
rioge botweeil Theodore Tilton and Eliza- 
beth M. Richards was performed by the 
Rev. Henry Ward Beoclier, which mar- 
riage thirteen years after was dishonored 
and violated by this olorgyiaaii through 
criminal seduction of this wife and mo- 
ther. That about uino years ago Eov. 
Henry Ward Beeoher began i and there- 
after continued his filendship .■with Mrs. 
Elizabeth R. Tillon, for whoso nitive de- 
licacy nnd extreme religious sensibility 
ho often expressed to her husband high 
admiration, visiting her from time to 
time for years until the year 1870, when 
ho censed such visits, duringwhich pe- 
riod, by many tokens and attentions he 
won the affectionate love of Mrs. Tilton, 
whereby, after a long moi-al resistance by 
her, and after repeated assaults by him 
upon her mind with overmastering argu- 
ments, ho accomplished possession of her 
person, maintaining with her thoucefor- 
ward a relation called criminal inter- 
course, this relation being regarded by 
hor as not criminal or wrong, 8uab^bBd 
been the power of his arguments as a 
clergyman to satisfy hor religious scru- 
ples against suoli violations of virtue aud 
honor. That on the evening of October 
the 10th, 1808, or thereabouts, Mrs. Bh- 
zalietli 11. Tilton held an interview with 
Kov. Henry Ward Beeohor at his resi- 
dence, she being then in a,t^a4^r.B.tai^,pj( 
mind owing to the I'ccent death and bur 
ial of a young child, and during this in- 
terview an act of crimin;»l intercourse 
took place, being, as hereinbefore stated, 
not regarded by her at the time as crimi- 
nal or ivrong, which act was followed by 
a similar act of criminality between these 
same parties at Tilton'a residence during 
a pastoral visit paid by Beocher to hor on 
the subsaquent Saturday evening, follow- 
ed also by other similar acts on various 
occasiona from the autumn of 18G8 to the 
spring of 1870; tho places being tho two 
residences aforesaid, and occasionally 
otliot plaoes to which the pastor would 
invite or accompany her, or at whioh he 
would moot hor by previous a])pointmout. 
That tho iifst suspicion which crossed tho 
mind of Tilton that Rev. Honry Ward 
Beecher was abusing or might abuse the 
affection and reverence which Mrs. Til- 
ton bote-towards her pastor was on im- 
jifopor CTPrress given by Beco'.ier to Mrs. 
Tilton wliilo boated by Roooher on the 
sloop of his library overlooking some en- 
gravings. That Mr. Tilton afterwards 
askod his wifn for an exiduuation of liar 
permission of suoh liberty, whereat she 
at first denied the fact bali then qonfessed 
that she had spoken chidihgly foKe\ .Mr. 
Beecher concerning it. Tliat on another 
occasion Tilton, after leaving his house 
in the early morning, returned to it in 
the forenoon, aud on going to his bed- 
chamber found tho door locked; when on 
knocking the door was oijoned by Mrs. 
Tilton and Beeohev wfts seetj w|tuin op- 
parently much confused and oithibitlng a 
Hushed face. Jlra. Tilton afterwards 
made a plausible c.vplanation which from 
tho confidence reposed in her by iier hus- 
bund was by him deemed satisfactory. 
That in tho spring of 1870 on Tilton'a re- 
turn from a winter's abaenoe, he noticed 
in his -wife such evidence of absorptianof 
her mind in Beecher that in a short time 
an estrangement took place botweeu her 
husband and herself , in consequence of 
which she wont into the ooiigtry earlier 
than usual for a summer sojourn. Tliat 
:ifter an absence of several weeks she vo- 
luntarily returned to her home in Brook- 
lyn on tho evening of July_tUe8rd, 1870; 
when thou and there, within a few hours 
after her arrival, aud after exacting from 
hor husband a solemn promise that ho 
would do Beecher no harm, nor noinuui- 
nicato to him what she was about to say, 
sho mado a circumstantial confession to 
her husband of tho criminal facts stated, 
accompanied with citations from Beecli- 
er's arguments and reasonings with her 
to ovoreornn lior lon.g maintiiiiied scruples 
against yielding to his doiiircs, and de- 
claring that she had oominitted no wrong 
to her husbftod or her iniuriago vow. 
quoting in support of this oi)iniou tliat 
hor pastor had repeatedly nssured her 
that sho was spotless and chasto, which 
she bolioved herself to bo. Sho stated 
that ho fiaid etnnnierco with him had ne- 
ver pi-ocoodod from any low or vulgar 
tlK)11»ghts either on her part or on his, but 
always from purp affe.ijtion and high reli- 
gions love. She staled ttfat Mr. Beeohor 
haliiiually cliaraotorized tlieir intimacy by 
thuterin, "iicHt hiding," That she would 
HulTor pain and sorrow if Lis hidden eo- 
cr.jt wore over mado known. 

'l"o this statonuMit sucooeds a series of 
letters by Tilton, Mrs. Tiltdaand 'Beech- 
er. Hsrs tp hor husband are qpnfessious 
of tho seduction, and charge's tlial; she was 
overi)owered by l!(;e<di(>i 's plausible argu- 
ments and ro:isoning!s against llih immor- 
ality of their iiilorcourflo. .\

A Naval Lord who had not been to 
Sea. — A very funny incident took place 
quite recently at the dinner given by Sir 
James Hogg to tho members of tho Met- 
ropolitan Board of Works. Mr. Ward 
Hunt was called upon to respond for tho 
Navy, and in blissful ignorance of the 
presence of reporters, rose with the in- 
tention of making tho company laugh. 
Accordingly he proceeded to relate a con- 
versation which had taken place between 
tho Czar of Russia and himself on Thurs- 
day. The speech was somewhat as fol- 
lows: — "I am at a great disadvantage in 
responding to tho toast, as I have not 
been long at tho Admiralty, and therefore 
know little about it. I Avas introduced 
to the Czar a day or two ago, and his Ma- 
jesty at once asked if I had been to sea 
much.— (Laughter.) Well, I was somo- 
wbat undecided how to. answer, suoli .a 
qnestion: 1 remomberoiJ I had been to 
Boulogne ;so I need not own to having never 
been upon the water; and I therefore re- 
plied that I had not been afloat a great 
deal! 'Oi coarse, you're an admiral?' re- 
joined the Czar. 'No, your Majesty,' I 
answered, 'lam not,' 'WhatI not an 
admiral? 494'*^* It^ajestT Sepnied;;^ quite i 
surppisod to find that tho! first head of the 
Naval Department in England was not a 
seafaring man." Presently somebody 
told Mr. AVard Hunt that reporters were 
at tho dinner, for he afterwards sent them 
a request that the remarks he had made 
might not bo printed.
